WISH to fix a verse of Scripture in 

your thinking, a quotation from the 
book of Proverbs. “Righteousness exalt- 
eth a nation: but sin is a reproach to any 
people.” 


But before taking up the message that 
awaits your consideration, I would like to 
tell you a story. 


One night — well, it was about two 
o'clock in the morning, I was riding along 
the highway between Athens and Corinth 


in southern Greece. The night air was 


damp and chilly. There was no moon. | 


The stars were hidden behind 


low-hanging clouds. 


We were tired, sleepy and 
anxious to reach Corinth to gel 
some rest. When suddenly a 
tire blew out! The driver pulled 
the car to a stop and proceeded 
to change tires. Our guide and 
I walked a couple of miles 
ahead. And as we walked, he 
told me this story. 


It seems on a certain occasion 
when Socrates was addressing a 
crowd of Athenians that he was 
unable to hold their attention. 
He was discussing some subject 
of great importance to the wel- 
fare of the state. The people 
became restless. They were in 
no mood to listen to a heavy 
discussion on the science of gov- 
ernment. Instead, they kept 
shouting for him to tell them a 
story. 


““All  right,”” said Socrates, 
“‘you refuse to listen to some- 
thing worthwhile about the wel- 
fare of Athens. Very well then, 
I will tell you a story.” And 
this is what he told them. 


Once upon a time a man had 
made the trip from Athens to 
Corinth — the trip we were mak- 
ing when the tire blew out. This 
man rented a donkey on which 
to ride. But the owner insisted 
on going along to make sure that 
the beast was properly cared for. 


The day was very hot. The 
man who had rented the donkey 





climbed down and sat on the ground 
under its shadow. 


The owner came running up and said: 
‘Here, here! you can’t do that. You 
can’t sit in the shadow of my donkey. 
You only rented the donkey. You didn’t 
rent the donkey’s shadow.” 


The story goes that the Athenians 
became quiet and -were willing to listen 
attentively. They seemed to enjoy what 
-the philosopher was saying. 


Then he shamed them. He said: “I 


am ashamed of you. You will listen to 








me when I tell a story. You seem to be | 


deeply concerned about donkeys and the 


shadow of a donkey. But when I ask you | 


to think about great problems confront- 
ing Athens, you become restless and re. 
fuse to pay attention. You are more in- 
terested in the shadow of a donkey than 
you are the welfare of your Country.” 


Now, let us bring this incident down 
to date. Let us apply it to ourselves. 


Are we — “‘we the people,” the indi- 
vidual citizens . 
sufficient interest in the grave problems 
which confront our Country in 
the present crisis? 


Or are we like the Athenians, 
too much interested in light, triv- 
ial, surfaceful things of less im- 
portance ? 


What can we say in defense 
of ourselves for permitting Com- 
munism to gain a foothold in the 


United States? 


For permitting red propagan- 
da to infiltrate our free institu- 
tions? For permitting Moscow to 
build a spy system on American 
soil > 
insinuate themselves into posi- 
tions of power and authority in 
our national government? For 
permitting a man like Hemy 
Wallace to become Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States? 


For permitting many of our 
young people to be exposed to 
the evils of Communist propa- 
ganda, at the hands of misguided 
members of the teaching profes- 
sion? For permitting even the 
Church life of our Country to 
become devitalized by radical, 
left-wing influences? 


We are faced at this hour 
with an appalling situation. The 
time has come for the American 
people to stir themselves out of 
their lethargy. 


Communism is an_ infection. 
During the last few years we 
have seen it spread through the 
entire American organism. No

COMMUNISM A DASTARDLY 
PLOT 


The undeniable truth is that the Com- | 


munist Manifesto of 1848 proclaims a | 
perfidious formula for atheistic totalitar- | 
ian despotism, designed to reduce human | 
beings to the level of cattle—without wor- | 
ship of God, morality, individual digni- 
ty, private property, private enterprise 
family status, or national patriotism.

antiquity, as well as viciousness, that it 
was likely devised by the Pharisees, 
whom Christ denounced as “hypocrites” | 
and “vipers,” and who sought to impose 
totalitarianism upon both Jews and non- 
Jews. Such a formula necessitates a 
ruling class of incomparable subtlety, vice 
and avarice to enforce it, whether called | 
Pharisees, Communist Party, or by some

was followed on Nevember 5, 1919, by 
an official announcement to the House of 
Commons by Winston Churchill that Rus- 
sia had been invaded by a criminal band, 
headed by Lenin, which was not Rus- 
sian, but “‘international,’’ and that Russia 
had been laid low by ‘“‘the most formid- 
zble sect in the world.” 


No one can honestly deny that Com- 
munism comes directly within the scope 
of the Scriptural warning: 


“Beware of false prophets who come 


| to you in the clothing of sheep, but im- 


wardly they are ravening wolves.” — 


Matthew 7:15. 
WHY A TROJAN HORSE? 


Neither deceit nor force would be 
needed by Communism to compel its ac- 


| ceptance or adoption if it really bore 


good fruits, But its devisers and pro- 
moters knew full well that it was not de- 
vised for that purpose, nor could it pos- 
sibly bear good fruits, and they were 
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not unaware of the significant question 
asked in Scripture: 


“Do men gather grapes of thorns, or 


figs of thistles?’” (Matthew 7:16) 


The Communist Manifesto specially 
features the need for force, saying: 


“The Communists disdain to conceal 
their views and aims, They openly de- 
clare that their ends can be attained only 
by the forcible overthrow of all existing 
social conditions.” 


Yet the Manifesto also recognizes the 
importance of deceit as a potent means 
for advancing the Communist program, as 
clearly appears from its discussion and 
advocacy of a number of insidious methods 
whereby the Communist take-over may be 
made easier by subtly disabling the peo- 
ple to successfully resist it. One of these 
specially mentioned methods or artifices is 
Socialism which, of course, ‘seeks, equal- 
ly with Communism, to put an end to free 
private enterprise and individual liberty, 
though it does not usually advocate athe- 
ism or the use of force, as Communism 
does. 


The Communist Manifesto treats So- 
cialism as inherently helpful to the Com- 
munist program, and even goes so far as 
to declare that experiments with Socialism 
on a small scale are “‘pocket editions of 
the New Jerusalem,” thereby implying 
that Communism is the complete and un- 
abridged edition of ‘‘the New Jersualem.” 


A HEAVY INCOME TAX 


The Communist Manifesto advocates, 
as one of the insidious artifices for ad- 
vancing the Communism program: 


“A heavy progressive or graduated in- 
come tax.” 


The diabolical purpose behind such 
proposal is obvious. A heavy income tax 
would be calculated to tax away earnings 
of the people needed by them for private 
enterprise, and would, therefore, tend to 
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put an end to private enterprise and indi- 
vidual liberty by making of government 
the great capitalist and enterpriser. An 
authentic and scholarly address, dealing 
with this matter, was delivered in the 
House of Representatives on February 
2, 1948 by Hon. Bertrand W. Gear- 
hart, Member of Congress from the Ninth 
District of California, who declared: 


“It is my considered opinion that the 
time has arrived when it (the income tax) 
should be exposed to the American peo- 
ple for what it really is, an instrument of 
discrimination, a destroyer of incentive, a 
penalty upon the talented, a sapper of our 
national economic strength, a rattler of 
the chains of Communistic slavery in a 
country that asks naught but the right to 
remain free.” 


The special advocacy in the Commu- 
nist Manifesto of a heavy income tax 
makes manifest that those who drafted the 
document were persons of incomparable 
subtlety, practicality and far-sightedness. 
It would necessarily have a tendency to 
put an end to private enterprise by taxing 
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away the earnings needed for conducting 
business. Hundreds of billions of dollars 
of such earnings have already been taxed 
away, and then largely frittered away in 
spendthrift projects at home and abroad, 
which seem to be unending so long as a 
heavy income tax exists. 


Many of our best citizens do not know 
today whether they will have any net in- 
come at the end of the year, after pay- 
ment of a heavy income tax, and they 
cannot safely or reliably plan ahead with 
regard to any private enterprise, business 
or professional. Those who oppose any 
and all relief at this time may receive the 
acclaim of Communists and their fellow 
travelers, but they do not deserve the re- 
spect and confidence of the American 
people. 


When the American people are com- 
pelled to withdraw from private enter- 
prise, because prevented from retaining 
earnings needed therefor, the American 
way of life will be no more, but the way 
will be paved for the Communist take- 
over. 


TOTALITARIAN UNIONISM 


The Communist Trojan horse has 
found totalitarian unionism to be full of 
hope as a subversive artifice. This is evi- 
dent from the brazen advocacy, in the 
1936 Program of the Communist Inter- 
national, of: 


“se 


. .a combination of strikes and dem- 
onstrations; a combination of strikes and 
armed demonstrations; and, finally, the 
general strike conjointly with armed in- 
surrection against the state power of the 
bourgeoisie.” (p. 80) 


Totalitarian unionism tyrannizes over 
its own members, as well as over the pub- 
lic, and even over the government itself. 
The Taft-Hartley Act was the first meas- 
ure ever enacted to afford protection 
against subversive and totalitarian union- 
ism. It is easy to understand why Com- 
munists and their fellow travelers want the 
Act repealed, without the enactment of 
any other protective remedy, but how any 
patriotic American can have a similar de- 
sire is difficult to understand. 


TOTAL MOBILIZATION 


Another perfidious and subversive arti- 
fice that has been woven into the sinister 
network of the Communist Trojan horse 
is the brazen advocacy of mobilization of 
everything and everybody whenever there 
is any military conscription. 


It is directly responsible for Great 
Britain and nearly all of the other Euro- 
pean nations having become Socialist—a 
condition which the stupid or corrupt, and 
largely bi-partisan, Marshall Plan is 
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helping to maintain by contributing to such 
Socialist regimes billions derived from 
American taxpayers, without any require- 
ment that the serfs of the systems shall 
have free private enterprise and individual 
liberty restored to them. 


Moreover, it has been recently dis- 
closed that the Executive Department of 
our government has plans far advanced 
for substantially total mobilization of men, 
women, and industry whenever we shall 
become involved in another war. Such 
mobilization would, of course, convert our 
Republic into what would be Socialism, 
for all practical purposes, and therefore 
vulnerable to an easy Communist take-over 
—just as the Socialist regimes of Europe 
now are, and will be even richer “‘pick- 
ings” for Communist take-over after being 
fattened up by American dollars under 
the Marshall Plan. Those who advo- 
cate total, or substantially total mobiliza- 
tion, must be either stupid or corrupt. 


Is it merely a series of coincidences 
that the present Administration persists in 
attitudes which harmonize with Commu- 
nist objectives in behalf of heavy income 
tax without reduction at this time, also in 
behalf of no legislative protection against 
totalitarian unionism, and further in be- 
half of total or substantially total mobil- 
ization in event of war? 


PRO-COMMUNIST EDUCATION 


Pro-communist education in nations 
sought to be victimized has been at all 
times a choice subversive artifice promoted 
by the Communist Trojan horse. 


Clergymen, educators or others who 
dignify Communism as an ideology or 
philosophy, or who declare that it has 
anything in common with Christianity, or 
who attempt to glorify Karl Marx for 
supposed sympathy for the poor or sup- 
posed originality in thinking out a plan 
for human betterment, ought to be 
ashamed of themselves. Whether wit- 
tmgly or unwittingly, all such persons are 
helpers of the Communist Trojan horse, 
and flaunters of God-given individual lib- 
erty, which is an essential part of God’s 
basic plan for humanity, and for which 
there can be no alternative that does not 
destroy human happiness and progress. 


Yet, not only have such outrages been 
perpetrated on an extensive scale in our 
Republic for a long period of time, but 
educational institutions, including many 
public schools, have been deliberately and 
persistently invaded by textbooks and 
study magazines containing pro-commu- 
nst matter intended to help indoctrinate 
students with such deception and subver- 
siveness, 


| . In 1924, a Congressman from Wash- 


ington State complained to Congress that 
his own child had been subjected to sub- 











versive teaching in one of the public 
schools of the District of Columbia. Con- 
gress sought to correct the conditions by 
inserting a provision in the next appropria- 
tion bill for the public schools of the Dis- 


trict of Columbia, as follows: 


“Provided, That no part of this sum 
shall be available for the payment of the 
salary of any Superintendent, Assistant 
Superintendent, Director of Intermediate 
Instruction, or Supervising Principal, who 
permits the teaching of partisan politics, 
disrespect of the Holy Bible, or that ours 
is an inferior form of Government.” 


(43 Stat. 553) 


Yet during the ensuing eleven years, a 
number of textbooks and study magazines 
containing pro-communist matter found 
their way into the public schools of the 
District of Columbia, recommended by 
the Superintendent of Schools and ap- 
proved by the Board of Education. Then, 
on June 14, 1935, Congress enacted the 
following legislative safeguard: 


‘Provided, That hereafter no part of 
any appropriation for the public schools 
shall be available for the payment of the 
salary of any person teaching or advo- 
cating communism.”’ (49 Stat. 356) 


In the teeth of this last-named legisla- 
tive safeguard, the Board of Education 
for the District of Columbia, six months 
later, approved Washington Public 
School Document No. | of 1936, which 
expressly suggested (p. 10) that teach- 
ers treat the “character of Marx” as note- 
worthy for: 


1. His sympathy for the poor. 


2. His originality in thinking out a 
plan. 


Mrs, Marion Wade Doyle was at that 
time a member and President of said 
Board of Education, as she still is, and 
Robert A. Maurer was also then a mem- 
ber of said Board, as he still is. Such 
abysmal ignorance on their part regard- 
ing Marx and the Communist program 
or plot would have been pathetic, if it 
had not been so tragic. 
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It is. however, even more tragic that 
said Robert A. Maurer has recently been 
made the Chairman of the so-called Loy- 
alty Board for the Nation’s Capital and 
vicinity, and said Mrs. Marion Wade 
Doyle has been made a member of said 
Board. Their mental approach to pro- 
communism as affecting loyalty must be 
strange indeed, when they cannot see that 
Communism is a plot with a perfidious 
formula, but imagine that Marx had sym- 
pathy for the poor and displayed origi- 
nality in thinking out a plan. 


This strange condition must necessari- 
ly alarm the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, which is courageous- 
ly exposing the insidious and subversive 
Trojan horse of Communism, while the 
present President of the United States is 
content to make a RED HERRING 


charge against the Committee. 


INCONTROVERTIBLE 
EVIDENCE 


In 1928, William Z. Foster, the then 
Communist Party candidate for President 
of the United States, admitted the Com- 
munist Trojan horse tactics by declaring: 


“When a communist heads a govern- 
ment in the United States—and that day 
will come as surely as the sun rises—that 
government will not be a capitalistic gov- 
ernment but a Soviet government, and be- 
hind this government will stand the Red 
Army.” (Communist pamphlet “*Accept- 
ance Speech of William Z. Foster,” 
1928)

““‘We revolutionary workers, it seems to 
me, should not be shy of using the same 
tactics." (Communist pamphlet “Dimi- 
troff—Working Class Unity—Bulwark 
Against Fascism,” September 1935)

I. INTRODUCTION

AM TAKING my text from the mes- | 

sage of the angel to the Church at Phil- | 
adelphia. The angel, in turn, received it | 
from the One who could see down the | 
sweep of the centuries because “‘his eyes 
were as a flame of fire.”

The record is found in Revelation 3:8, 
“T know thy works: behold, I have set 
before thee an open door, and no man | 
can shut it: for thou hast a little strength, , 
and hast kept my word, and hast not de- 
nied my name.” 


These words, spoken first to the Church | 
at Philadelphia, were also addressed to 


the Churches of all time. 


John, the evangelist, was drawing 
near the end of his life. He had been 
sentenced to spend the balance of his days 
on the isle of Patmos, a barren spot in | 
the Aegean Sea. Christ appeared to him | 
and the aged seer saw visions of the fu- 
ture. He was told to “Write the things | 
which thou hast seen, and the things which 
are, and the things which shall be here- | 
after.” 


The seven letters of the second and | 
third chapters of Revelation contain a | 
fourfold message: 


(1) They speak to the local Churches, |

The verse just preceding my text needs 
attention before taking up the main 
sermon. We _ read: 
“These things saith he that is holy, he 
that is true, he that hath the key of Da- 
vid, he that openeth, and no man shut- 


teth; and shutteth, and no man openeth.”’ 





This passage takes us back to Second 
CHRISTIAN 
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Kings and the court of Hezekiah. A | 


man of great authority had charge of the | 


King’s palace. His name was Shebna. 
He was minister of the royal household 


and superintendent of domestic affairs in | 


the kingdom. But Shebna was ejected 
when selfishness and pride caused him to 


| lead the people away from God. 


Eliakim, his successor, was a righteous 
man. Concerning him, we read in Isaiah 
22:22, “And the key of the house of 
David will I lay upon his shoulder: so he 
shall open, and none shall shut; and he 


shall shut, and none shall open.” The 


language used here, is remarkably like 
that of our text. 


As Eliakim had the key to Hezekiah’s 
palace . . . so it rests with Christ to open 
or shut the heavenly palace, deciding who 
is, and who is not, to be admitted. As 
‘the key to the house of David laid upon 
his (Eliakim’s) shoulder” . . . so Christ, 
as the antitypical David, had the key of 


| the supreme “‘government upon his shoul- 


der,’’ according to Isaiah 9:6. 
There is only One who fulfills the de- 


scription of Revelation 3:7-8, namely, 
the Lord Jesus Christ. ‘‘He openeth, and 
no man shutteth; and shutteth, and no 
man openeth.”’ 


The Church at Philadelphia, like the 
other Churches, was judged according 
to its works. “‘I know thy works.” In 
analyzing the works of the Churches, the 
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Head of the Church separates the true 
from the professing. There is a difference 


between profession and possession. This | 


fact runs like a thread, all through the 
seven letters. 


The Church has never been, or can it 
be appraised by its profession. It is 
graded by its works. ‘‘By their fruits ye 
shall know them.”’ ‘‘Not every one that 
saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven.” 


There is an outer circle of carnal 
Christians. There is an inner circle of 
spiritual Christians. To this inner circle, 
taken from the larger community called 
the Church of Philadelphia, Christ says 
three things: 


(1) “Thou hast a little strength.”” Be- 
ing conscious of their weakness, these 
humble believers were the better prepared 
to rely unreservedly upon God's power. 
Church strength is determined by the de- 
gree of its submission to the Holy Spirit. 


Not by wealth, education, numbers, cul- | 


ture, prestige, or anything of human ori- 
gin! The word of the Lord to Zerubba- 
bel applies here: “‘Not by might, nor by 
power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord 
of hosts.”” 


(2) “And hast kept my word.”

my word! This is the highest possible 
commendation within the reach of any 
body of believers.

To Ephesus, he says: “I know thy 
works, and thy labour, and thy patience.” 
To Smyrna: “I know thy works, and 
tribulation, and poverty.” To Pergamos: 
“I know thy works, and where thou 
dwellest.”” 


To Thyatira: “I know thy works, and 
charity, and service, and faith.’” To Sar- 
dis: “I know thy works, that thou hast a 
name that thou livest, and art dead.” To 
Philadelphia: “I know thy works: be- 
hold, I have set before thee an open 
door.”” To Laodicea: “I know thy works, 
that thou art neither cold nor hot.”’ 


The Christian who has no impulse to 
help others is self-deceived regarding his 
spiritual experience. It would be like one 
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saying he had fire, but no heat. Where 
fire exists, there is heat. Where eternal 
life is manifest, there is love and the will 
of blessing. 


IV. THE DOOR OF IMMOR. 
TALITY 


The Philadelphians were also given a 
message of hope and_ encouragement: 
“‘Him that overcometh will I make a pil- 
lar in the temple of my God, and he shall 
go no more out.” 


Human personality persists after the 
physical body passes away. We know 
from Luke 16:20-25 that consciousness, 
memory and responsibility carry over. Un- 
less Christ becomes your Sin-bearer in 
this life, you will pay the penalty in the 
next for sins committed here.

HE CRIMINAL is a fugitive not | 


only from man but also from God. 


In flaunting the laws of man he scoffs 
at the moral code. Evil is his stock in 
trade and society his arena of activity. 
What reason propels him to make crime 
his trade? Why does he try to destroy 
instead of to build — to fight instead of 
to respect > 


I have closely followed criminal activi- 
ty in the United States, particularly dur- 
ing the last 23 years. I have seen its re- 
sults. I have come face to face with 
those who laugh at the law, who steal, 
rob, pillage and kill. I have fought 
against them in their attempts to slash 
away at our national character. At times, 
it has been most discouraging to note the 
apathy and indifference of many of our 
citizens toward the steady rise in crime. 








All during the war years, major crime 
was on the upswing. It reached a 16- 
year peak in 1946. The fact that every 
5.7 minutes of the day and night brings 
acrime of murder, manslaughter, rape or 
assault to kill is a challenge that should be 
answered by concerted action. 


At the end of the recent war, age 17 
led all other age groups in arrests for se- 
tious crimes. We now have a state of af- 
fairs where the juvenile offender has 
grown up and graduated into — serious 
crimes of murder, robbery and assault. A 
general moral decadence in the United 
States is emphasized by the arrest in 1946 
of 108,787 youngsters under 21 years of 
age for crimes serious enough to warrant 
fnger-printing. 


These are the youngsters who were re- 
sponsible for 51 per cent of the auto 
thefts, 41 per cent of burglaries, 28 per 
cent of the thefts, 26 per cent of the 
tapes and 18 per cent of the arsons. This 


t signifies corruption and reflects an utter 
disregard of human rights and human de- 








BETTER HOMES NEEDED 
How shall we explain this situation? 


What constructive action can we take 
to alleviate the problem? 


The answer lies for the most part in 
the homes of the nation. Many of the 
cases coming to my attention reveal the 
shocking fact that parents are forgetting 
their God-given and patriotic obligations 
to the little ones. In a spirit of reckless- 
ness and abandonment they are neglecting 
the children entrusted to their care. How 
can we blame youngsters who are asham- 
ed of their mothers and feel that their 
fathers do not represent honorable man- 
hood? The conduct of many parents to- 
day is directly attributed to the break- 
down in youthful morals and character. 


I recall one case where four boys aged 
16 and 17, banded together and perpe- 
trated a series of house-breaking and 
thefts. Three of the boys were victims of 
broken homes. Parental control was lack- 
ing in the life of the fourth youth. The 
mother of one of the youngsters main- 
tained the lowest standards. Her son 
knew this and definitely resented the be- 
havior of his mother. He lost the incen- 
tive to maintain good conduct and a good 
reputation for himself. 


In another case, a boy first came to the 
attention of the police when he was ten 
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years of age. He had the questionable 
distinction of first testing his skill in thiev- 
ery in his own home at the expense of his 
father. The boy’s subsequent activities 
ranged from housebreaking to armed rob- 
bery. The youngster’s parents unwittingly 
contributed to his delinquency by placing 
their employment and other interests fore- 
most. As a result the boy was neglected. 


The pattern of these cases is repeated 
over and over again. More and more 
children are being sacrificed upon the altar 
of indifference as parents throw aside re- 
sponsibility. Selfishness is the keynote of 
the day and materialism the inspiration 
for living. God in many instances is not 
accepted in the home and concepts of 
morality have been relegated to the junk 
heap. 


Can a nation exist void of all religious 
thought and action? Can we have inter- 
nal peace without morality? Can we 
build homes without God or have worthy 
parents who know not His teachings? 
Who is the fountainhead of justice, equi- 
ty, truth, goodness and majestic integrity? 
What is the reason for life, its aims and 
its end? 


The key to these problems, to life it- 
self, is God. He is man’s first need — 
his final goal. Religion, the bond that 
binds man to God, is the golden arch that 
leads to happiness. Destroy it and chaos 
will result. 


The home built upon firm Christian 
principles is a fortress against evil, Those 
who live within are crusaders for decency 
— disciples of democracy. A Godless 
home is built upon sand. Buffeted by the 
tides of envy, avarice, greed and sloth, 
the structure weakens and finally crum- 
bles. Decay seeps into the physical and 
moral structure and crime finds an invit- 
ing breeding ground. 


BETTER PARENTS NEEDED 


My hope for the future of this nation 
is predicated upon the faith in God which 
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is nurtured in the home. No outside in- 
fluence of a constructive nature can over- 
come the lack of a guiding light in the 
home. If the trend toward crime is to be 
met, the spark of this light must be the 
knowledge of God and its fuel must be 
the understanding of Him and His works. 


Parents must awaken to the realization 
that the family is the first great training 
school in behavior or misbehavior. Chil- 
dren develop a sense of right and wrong 
—. they are not born with it. The home 
becomes for them their first classroom and 
parents serve as their first teachers for the 
inspirational education of youth. 


Through the medium of the home, the 
child must learn to appreciate the neces- 
sity for discipline and the need for law 
and order to guide the conduct of people 
in society. He must absorb lessons of 
good citizenship and recognize that he has 
the responsibility to take his place as a 
citizen in the United States. 


Above all, he must be taught a love 
and a knowledge of God. If these quali- 
ties are exemplified and taught in the 
family circle, the child will be fortified 
with a character that will be a forceful 
antidote against temptation. 








No home can be sound unless it is built 
of a strong foundation of moral fortitude. 
The lack of proper moral training may 
hush the conscience to such a degree that 
man’s ultimate end will be misery. There 
can be no strong moral fiber in the nation 
unless man binds himself to God. He 
does this through religion. 


Our nation is sadly in need of a re- 
birth of the simple life — a return to the 
days when God was a part of each house- 
hold, when families arose in the morning 
with a prayer on their lips and ended the 
day by placing themselves in His care. 
We should revive the beautiful practice 
of offering thanksgiving at meals and 
bring back to the family circle moments 
when father or mother unfolded the beau- 
tiful lessons of the Bible to eager, young 
listeners. 


The foundation of our democracy was 





built upon a firm faith in the Almighty. | 


As our nation grew and prospered, as it 
overcame vicissitudes and adversities, its 
people never lost faith in a personal God. 
Our generation, it seems, has allowed old, 
faithful religious practices to slip into ob- 
livion. As a result, the nation has suffered 


and its children have become spiritually | 


starved. 


Let us return to the faith of our fathers | 
and reap once again the harvest of God's |

Most of them have husbands and 
homes; many of them have children of 
tender age. 


The majority have jobs; not a few are 
still in school. 


But every one-of them has swallowed 
whole the squalid doctrines of moral Ni- 
hilism sometimes subtly, and more often 
badly, propagandized by erotic films, ob- 
scene literature and the salacious innuen- 
do of some radio comedians. 


Every one of them, pluming herself on 
the acquisition of ‘freedom,’ by which 
she means promiscuous license, is not 
aware that she is toying with a dangerous 
explosive.

“WOR this is thankworthy, if a man for 

conscience toward God endure grief, 
suffering wrongfully.

SLANDERING THE CHRIST 


There w.s libelous and slanderous talk 
regarding Jesus and about His birth. He 
had to begin His earth-life with this 
odium as a child. Even His mother had 
to live under a reproach, but note her 
beautiful character. That faithful, loy- 
al, pious mother stayed with her Son to 
the end and was willing to bear the re- 
proach all the way. John also quotes 
Him as saying: “If the world hate you, 
ye know that it hated me before it hated 
you.” In the language of the Christian 
adage, “This world is no friend of 
grace!" 


Also note how that our Lord was never 
hurt when they brought slanderous accu- 


sations against Him. Jewish leaders, who 
regarded themselves as being very reli- 
gious, did the slandering. By inference 
they accused Him of being born in “‘for- 
nication.” We find the record in the 
eighth chapter of John’s Gospel. He 
knew that the slander was false. He 
therefore knew that it could not hurt 
Him. Lies do not hurt anyone in the 
long run. When anything is said about 
me that is bad, and not so, I think what 
a tragedy it would be if the lies were 
true. 


‘Blessed are ye, when men shall revile 
you, and persecute you, and shall say all 
manner of evil against you falsely, for my 
sake. Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: 
for great is your reward in heaven: for 
so persecuted they the prophets which 
were before you.” Matthew 5:1 1-12. 


They even accused Jesus of doing what 
He did, in the power of Satan—Beelze- 
bub, the prince of demons. But even this 
did not hurt Him. He just moved on. 
Not only that, they said He kept bad 
company. “This man receiveth sinners, 


and eateth with them.” Luke 15:2. 
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He was a constant victim of reproach, 
by the religious leaders of His day.

Church—exactly as our Lord would ob- 
ject if He were living on earth in a hu- 
man body now. Not only was Christ 
a victim of such slander, but they even 
went so far as to accuse Him of blas- 
phemy. Think of the Son of God, tab- 
emacling in the flesh, being accused by 
men of blasphemy! 


You need not be surprised if some of 
your best friends become accusers, taking 
the position that you are disloyal to 
Christ, unless one of them. They expect 
you to sing out of their hymn book. Like 
the disciples, who found the man casting 
out demons in the name of Jesus, they for- 
bade him, as we read in Luke 9:49, 
“Master, we saw one casting out devils 
in thy name; and we forbade him, be- 
cause he followeth not with us.’’ And 
then we read in the next verse, “And Je- 
sus said unto him, Forbid him not: for 
he that is not against us is for us.” 


Jesus tried to reason with His enemies. 
The accusations they were bringing against 
Him will be common to those that will 
be brought against the ones who follow 
Him. Satan remains the God of this 
age. He knows that in striking you, he 
strikes Christ, because Christ gladly iden- 
tifies Himself with you! We may there- 
fore expect to suffer for doing good.

New Deal character assassins, like 
Walter Winchell and Drew Pearson, 
tried to create a false impression of him 
in the public mind.

““The only way, as I see it, to prevent 
our Government going like great nations 
of the past, is for the people to conduct 
a thorough house cleaning in Washing- 
ton. This can be done by electing to 
Congress and the Presidency, an entirely 
different type of men than are now in the 
majority. 


“The people must awaken to the ne- 
cessity of sending a different type of men 
and women to Washington to serve them, 
and then not let them stay there long 
enough to become contaminated. As a 
private citizen, I shall work to bring about 
an improvement in the type of people 
elected to federal positions.”

RS. ELEANOR ROOSEVELT 


is known around Washington as a 
person who can be quite naive when such 
an attitude seems to fit her purpose. A 
secular magazine recently asked her the 
following questions: 





“Will you please explain where religion 
enters into Communism? Are Commu- 
nists atheists?” 


This was her reply: ‘‘At one time they 
did not permit the practice of religion in 
Russia. Now, however, I understand 
that they allow freedom of worship to 
all people.” 


The former first lady is in position to 
know better, Her statement can only be 
regarded as an effort to confuse Ameri- 
can public opiniom, while shielding the 
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criminals of the Kremlin from the criti- 
cism they deserve. 


Washington observers reached the con- 
clusion long ago that Mrs. Roosevelt was 
not intellectually honest. This attitude 
finds support in the controversy currently 
raging between her and Westbrook Peg- 
ler. 


Mr. Pegler wishes to know why 
Franklin Roosevelt negotiated a Georgia 
deed, containing a clause that his land 
could never be sold to a Negro. Mrs. 
Roosevelt discusses the matter as follows 
in her syndicated newspaper column: 


“T read an article by Westbrook Peg- 
ler in which he stated that Mr. Roosevelt 
‘signed his name to a property deed at 
his real estate promotion at Warm 
Springs, forbidding forever the sale of his 
land to any Afro or its rental or occupan- 
cy by any such.’

I do realize, however, that, in signing a 
deed, he would have been obliged to con- 
form to the laws of the state in which 
that deed was signed. If the State of 
Georgia has any such laws as you men- 
tion, he would have been obliged to sign 
in order to obtain the land.” 


Mr. Pegler calls this an “artful dodge” 
and says: “No court could possibly hold 
that Mrs. Roosevelt’s obvious evasion was 
an_ honest response to the question. 


He points out that a letter addressed 
to the clerk of Meriweather County, 
Georgia, would bring her complete in- 
formation.

“‘Who mentioned what laws?” he asks 
and concludes with a direct statement to | 
his reading public, “If you find no men- | 
tion of any laws, do you think Mrs. 
Roosevelt did? Or would you lean to 
the suspicion that she was trying to con- | 
fuse the issue and relying on a hope that 
you would generously regard her as a 
sincere person who just happened to be 
a little inexact in her use of the English 
language ? 


“If you do give her the benefit of this 
generosity, you must discount the fact that 
she has been a paid journalist for 16 





years, professing to deal in firm facts.”’ | 
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OTHING in years has so aroused the 
interest of members of the Washington 
judiciary, as the rebuff administered Su- 
preme Court Justice Robert Jackson, by 
the American Bar Association last month. 


Attorneys who share his international- 
ism, had planned in advance to gain the 
organization’s approval of the Nuernberg 
trials, at its Seattle meeting in September. 
Judge Frederic Miller of Des Moines, 
Iowa, is chairman of the Bar Association 
Section on International Law. As an 
ardent exponent of the Jackson philoso- 
phy, he led a group in trying to jam 
through a resolution of endorsement. 


He sought to put the Association on 
record as recommending United Nations 
tribunals, to try individuals for alleged 
violations of international law. To the 
surprise of Jackson and his supporters, the 
proposal was shouted down from the floor 
of the House of Delegates. The matter 
was then deferred for consideration at its 
winter meeting next February. 


Several delegates rose to condemn the 
Nuernberg trials as farcial, unfair, treach- 
erous, lacking in proper precedent and 
motivated by a thirst for revenge. Justice 
Charles F. Wennerstrum of the Iowa Su- 
preme Court, who sat in judgment at the 
trial of German generals, said: “I have 
heretofore made the statement, and I un- 
hesitatingly here repeat it, that no victo- 
rious nation should have the right to pass 
upon the war guilt of individuals of a 
vanquished nation.” 


Roosevelt chose Jackson to serve the 
interests of international Jewry, by in- 
venting a set of laws for use in chastising 
the German people and executing their 
leaders. The broader purpose of the 
scheme was to establish a precedent for 
making anti-Semitism a crime punishable 
under international law. Jackson was 
commissioned to write the “‘lynch’’ law. 
Christians were quick to see that this 
could be used to destroy the New Testa- 
ment because of its passages against the 


| Jews. 


Although a member of the United 
States Supreme Court, he was not de- 
terred by the fact that the Constituion 
forbids ex post facto law under any and 
all circumstances.

America,” I identify Adam Weishaupt as 
the arch-conspirator of all time. At the 
age of 28, he created an organization, of 
which the Communist Party is a lineal 
descendant.

Every unit, every cell or nerve center 
of the Communist Party today, is identi- 
cal with the Illuminati lodges as organized 
by Adam Weishaupt. These centers of 
vice and subversion fanned out across the 
countries of Europe, particularly Ger- 
many, France and Italy, during the lat- 
ter part of the eighteenth century. 


Illuminati meeting places in France 
were called Jacobin Clubs. These cen- 
ters produced the French revolution of 
1789, which resulted in some of the most 
atrocious crimes known in human history. 
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More than a million and a half people lost 
their lives in the holocaust, 


The rulers of Soviet Russia willingly 
admit that they have patterned their Reign 
of Terror after that of France, since com- 
ing to power in 1917. The Russian rev- 
olution was connected by an underground 
organization with the French revolution. 
There need be no question in the mind of 
anyone, as to what would happen in the 
Western Hemisphere should our native 
Communists and those sent here from 
abroad, ever gain control of the United 
States government. 


Seventy-two years of turmoil came and 
went in Europe, between the birth of the 
Illuminati in 1776 and the writings of the 
First Communist Manifesto in 1848 by 
Karl Marx and Frederick Engels. 


This document, aptly called “‘the bible 
of modern Communism,” was simply lift- 
ed from writings of Adam Weishaupt. It 
was nothing more than a restatement of 
the Illuminati code which had earlier pro- 
duced the French revolution. I discuss 
this subject rather thoroughly in my book, 
“Communism in Prophecy, History and 
America.” 


I interrupt myself to repeat that Adam 
Weishaupt launched his organization on 
May 1, 1776 — the very year that 
George Washington and our forefathers 
wrote the Declaration of Independence. 


Plots to destroy civilization and abolish 
human liberty were being hatched in the 
old world. Plans to build civilization and 
preserve human liberty were being evolved 
in the new world. 


While Weishaupt and his followers 
were laying the foundation of the Com- 
munist movement, the founding fathers of 
the American Republic were formulating 
those principles upon which Constitutional 
democracy rests. The struggle in which 
we find ourselves today is between these 
same two systems. 


Both philosophies of government took 
concrete form the same year, namely 
1776. America wrote the Declaration 
of Independence. Europe wrote the cruel 
code of Communism. These two ideolo- 
gies have now come to close grips. It is 
a life and death struggle. One must go 
down. The other will survive. We will 
either have a red world or a free world. 
We cannot have both. 
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America faces the task of rebuilding 
the national character. Old-fashioned 
principles of honesty, decency and integ- 
rity must be restored. The state of a 
nation’s character is an index to its eco- 
nomic, political and military security. 
“Righteousness exalteth a nation: but sin 
is a reproach to any people.” 


The existence of domestic govern- 
ment depends upon the character, the 
right purpose, of the individual citizen 
when he goes to the ballot box. A stream 
cannot flow higher than its source. And 
a nation cannot rise above its level of na- 
tional integrity. The condition of a na- 
tion’s soul is an index to its material se- 
curity. 


Roger Babson says, and I quote: “I 
believe the only development which can 
keep democracy afloat is a revival of re- 
ligion. Under the old system of central- 
ized government, conditions depended 
only upon the character of the rulers and 
not upon the character of the masses. 
Once a government could prosper what- 
ever the condition of the Churches, or 
even without an educational system for 
the people. But today, with every man 
a voter and all the votes counting the 
same, the stability of government depends 
not upon wealth nor armies, but upon the 
character of the electorate.” 


These are the words of Roger Babson. 


Now let me review, please, a few 
pages frem recent military history. 


You will recall that France went down 
in humiliating defeat during World War 
Two. The first newspaper published in 
Paris after the collapse of the French 
army contained a tragic confession. The 
article appeared in heavy black type on 
the front page. 


The sensitive soul of France was com- 
pletely crushed. The article was a pa- 
thetic admission of national weakness. It 
sought to confess the sins of all the 
French people. It deplored the fact that 
immorality and dissipation had been al- 
lowed to weaken the Country. It attrib- 
uted the downfall of France to the loss of 
national character, and the fact that her 
people had flouted the laws of right and 
decency. 


The editorial said that economic, politi- 
cal and military disintegration had re- 
sulted from moral and spiritual disintegra- 
tion. It pictured Paris as one of the 
filthiest spots on the face of the earth. I 
shall quote from this historically-important 
article which appeared, as I say, on the 
front page of the first newspaper published 
in France after the collapse of the French 
army. 


““We must now pay for 60 years of 





de-Christianization, falling birth rate, de- 
cline into paganism, materialism and po- 
litical anarchy. Providence granted us 25 
years respite (after first world war), in 
which to recover ourselves. But instead, 
we returned to our free-thinking, mater- 
ialistic vomit, to our ‘popular front’ moral 
and political anarchy. We have worn out 
the patience of Providence. We have dis- 
gusted the good God Himself. Will the 
Lord now grant us the recovery and res- 
urrection of France?” 


This confession reminds us that the 
strength of a nation is in its character, 
rather than gold, steel and material 
achievements. May I again quote my 
text from the book of Proverbs? ‘‘Right- 
eousness exalteth a nation: but sin is a 
reproach to any people.” 


The time has come to apply this prin- 
ciple to our own Country. New moral 
and spiritual energies must be released to 
restrain wickedness and rebuild the na- 
tional character. A revival of supernat- 
ural religion to involve the national con- 
science and call us back to God, and the 
Word of God, is the supreme need of the 


hour. 


There is an intimate connection be- 
tween national character and a full din- 
ner pail. There is an intimate connection 
between moral consciousness and sound 
economics. There is an intimate connec- 
tion between national integrity and nation- 
al well-being. 


England approached the brink of sui- 
cide during the French revolution. Burn- 
ing embers were flying across the English 
Channel from continental Europe. The 
Country was threatened with a conflagra- 
tion like that of France. The doom of 
the nation seemed to be sealed. It was 
under these circumstances that the Wes- 
leyan revival broke out. 


England was visited with the kind of 
moral and spiritual awakening which only 
a high religious tide can produce. Histo- 
rians say that this revival saved the Eng- 
lish people. “Righteousness exalteth a 
nation: but sin is a reproach to any peo- 
ple.”

exceed $20,000,000 per year. 


This is an average of one dollar per 
person for the entire year; or approxi- 
mately two cents a week. Some Church 
members give hundreds of dollars and a 
few contribute thousands each year, which 
indicates that a large number of the twen- 
ty million Church members never give a 
cent for this great work, 


The interest of the Saviour in provid- 
ing the Gospel was of such magnitude 
that He gave His life, but the average 
Church member in the United States is 
interested only to the extent of two cents 
a week. If, through the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ we are saved, what 
may we expect in the way of rewards 
for our Christian labors? 


HOW COULD IT BE DONE 
If the 20,000,000 Protestant Church 


members of the United States were as 
much interested in preaching the Gospel 
to every creature as they are in many 
other less important things, does anyone 
think it impossible for each of them to 
sacrifice fifty cents a week for the pur- 
pose? Surely the average contribution 
could be increased to that amount. 


Fifty cents a week for fifty weeks out 


| of the year would put into the missionary 


treasuries of the Churches the sum of 
$500,000,000 (half a billion dollars). 
This would equip and provide $5,000 


| for 100,000 missionaries the first year.

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If the giving of fifty cents per week 


100,000 missionaries could be supported 
at $1,000 each for the entire year. The 
money remaining in the treasury would 
finance 80,000 new missionaries at 
$5,000 each. If the giving of fifty cents 
per week were continued the third year, 
the 180,000 missionaries sent the two 
previous years could be supported at 
$1,000 each, and an additional 64,000 
missionaries sent and equipped at $5,000 
each. 

If the giving of fifty cents per week 


were continued the fourth year, the 244,- 
000 missionaries on the field could be 
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supported at $1,000 each, and an ad- 
ditional 51,200 new missionaries sent. 
If the giving of fifty cents per week were 
continued the fifth year, the 295,000 mis- 
sionaries on the field could be supported 
at $1,000 each and an additional 40,960 
new missionaries be sent. This would 
make 336,160 missionaries on the field 


in five years. 


If this army of one-third million were 
evenly distributed throughout the earth 
and the 2,000,000,000 inhabitants ap- 
portioned among them, each would have 
6.000 persons to serve. In view of the 
fact that there are already some mission- 
aries on the field, and in Western civilized 
lands great numbers enjoy the benefit of 
regular preaching, the missionaries would 
not have to minister to that many people. 


There is, of course, the question of 
housing accommodations for the mission- 
aries as well as hospitals, institutions of 


learning, plants for printing Bibles and | 
Gospel literature as well as other needs | 
not provided for in the above plan. How- 


ever, since the plan covers only 50 weeks, 
the other two weeks at 50 cents per mem- 
ber would yield an additional $20,000,- 
000 each year, which would help con- 








siderably. Should the suggestion appear 
too strenuous it could be adopted as a ten 
year plan. 


If a half billion dollars were raised 
every year for ten years, and half as 
many missionaries sent each year, there 
would be ample money for all the neces- 
sities listed above and in addition every 
missionary couple could have an automo- 
bile; every central missionary station an 
airplane and those located on rivers or 
islands could have mission boats. A 
broadcasting station could be erected on 
every mission field and a receiving set 
placed in every village, where the inhab- 
itants could gather and hear the Gospel.

This is the reason why so 
few persons offer themselves as mission- 
aries. This is the reason why purse strings 
are not loosed for the greatest of all as- 
signments ever given to man, 


But, again we are made to wonder 
why, of the considerable number who 
claim to have received the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost, to have been sanctified, 
so few offer themselves as missionaries 
and so few give liberally for the greatest 
line of Christian service. 


It is evident that the Head of the 
Church bestows the power of the Holy 
Spirit upon men primarily for the work 
of witnessing. Therefore it is reason- 
able to suppose a Christian’s failure to 
witness causes the Spirit to withdraw His 
power. Few Christians measure up to 
their responsibility because they compro- 
mise with things that war against the 
Spirit. 


In order to receive power from on high 
there must be a wholehearted consecra- 
tion that includes all of one’s possessions, 
and includes also a willingness to go any- 
where and undertake any service for the 
Lord. Let us resolve to give wholehearted 
support to the greatest of enterprises . . .

HIS scholarly and scientific treatise is 
divided into three sections: 


(1) The first five chapters assemble ar- 
guments for the historicity of the univer- 
sal Deluge . . . from Philo, Tertullian, 
Augustine and Luther down to thinkers 
of modern times. Scores of religious and 
scientific works, written during the last 
300 years, are examined and summar- 
ized in rapid succession. ‘“The theory 
that the Biblical Flood had changed the 
old earth, and brought about its stratified 
condition, was widely known and dis- 
cussed by the close of the seventeenth cen- 
tury.” 


(2) The second division of the book 
shows that the Genesis Deluge account, 
is a reasonable explanation for the forma- 
tion of the earth’s crust with its fossils 
and stratifications. The Author turns the 
latter part of his book into a demolishing 
attack upon the theory of Evolution, 


According to evolutionary geology, 
“the strata were formed by erosion from 
ancient continents, the eroded materials 
being carried down to the seas by rivers, 
and spread out in horizontal layers on the 
beds of the oceans . . .

This fact made the 
Moral Law given at Sinai a necessity. 
“Wherefore the law was our schoolmas- 
ter to bring us unto Christ.’’ Galatians 


3:24. 


Respect for law is the cornerstone of 
liberty and freedom. Something inherent 
in human nature warns against anarchy. 
Among most primitive people there has 
always been recognition of rules, customs 
and Jaws. Without such restraints, the 
human race would have perished long 
ago. 











Law is a blessing and a safeguard to 
liberty. The red light at an intersection 
Is a protection. 


We live in an orderly universe. 
Creator ordained it so! Science observes 
that nature operates according to certain 
uniform regulatory principles called nat- 
ural laws. The orderliness of nature is a 
hecessary assumption, for scientific 
thought. 


Two kooks reflect the handiwork of 
God — the book of nature and the Book 
of kooks. The former was written by 
the finger of creation . . . the latter by 
the finger of revelation. 


Man is not regulated automatically by 
external force of law, like physical na- 
ture. He is not unconsciously regulated 
in his mental behavior by instinct, like the 
animal. He stands a creature apart.

This makes him different. As a rational 
creature, he stands in a higher category, 
peculiarly his own.

-—freedom, can prevail. 


The Old Testament Law was divinely 
constructed to meet the requirements of 
man’s moral nature. Understood and ob- 
served, it could orient human souls on 
levels where divine impulse is felt. The 
purpose of the Law was (1) to build in 
man the God consciousness, and (2) to 
help him establish right relationships with 
other human beings. 


Pseudo-psychologists who flout custom 
and tradition in the interest of “freedom 
of expression,’ are advocating dangerous 
doctrines. Their teachings are a menace 
to society. The ‘“‘new morality’’ means 
‘no morality.”” The statutes discussed in 
today’s Lesson cannot be improved. 


(2) The Key Verse is Deuteron- 
omy 6:23.

HISTORY IN THE BIBLE 


I Kings 2:4; 4:21-29; 11:6-11 


OLDEN TEXT: ‘“‘Blessed is the 
nation whose God is the Lord.’’ 
Psalms 33:12. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
es ag 

Tradition ascribes authorship of First 
and Second Kings to Jeremiah. He may 
have compiled these books from national 
annals and other documents pertaining to 
Israelitish history. 


It is a striking fact that ancient scribes 
listed them with the Prophets. This sug- 
gests that the books were recognized as 
more than a mere chronicle of events. The 
records reach beyond the experiences of 
one particular nation. The Infinite pur- 
pose is platted in their pages, for all na- 
tions. 


Our Lesson is divided into two phases 
— one of the positive and the other the 
negative. 


On the positive side, Solomon’s king- 
dom is described as enjoying peace, pros- 
perity, power, glory and grandeur. The | 
people are happy, prosperous and content- 


ed. 


On the negative side, the kingdom is 
described as deteriorating and descending 
into a valley of discord, discontent, suf- 
fering and sorrow. ‘The people are re- 
duced to the lowest levels of human ex- 
istence. 


National sin despoiled the nation. This 
serves to remind us that ‘Righteousness | 
exalteth a nation, but sin is a reproach to 
any people.’ Surely there is a lesson here 
for America to learn! 


Solomon possessed great power during 





the period when he walked humbly before | 
God. His reign was one of jubilant de- | 


light. Tales of splendor spread through- 
out the known world. Merchants of Tar- 
shish, whose ships paused at the newly 
established port of Joppa, spread the re- 
ports. Solomon’s court was arranged on 
the same general basis as that of his fath- 
er David . . . but on a scale of greater 
magnificence. 


The continuation of this glory was 
contingent upon the mighty word “IF.” 
If Solomon’s integrity remained unques- 
tioned . . . if he continued to lead his na- 
tion in paths of righteousness . . . if thy 
children take heed to their way.”’ 


(2) The Key Verse is I Kings 11:- 
10. 


““And (God) commanded him, that he 
should not go after other gods: but he 
kept not that which: the Lord command- 
ed.” 


Sin is sin, whether committed by a king 
or a knave. All sin is treason, because 
aimed against the government of God. 
Solomon’s delinquency was as heinous as 
that of the most profligate and shiftless 
sinner. His guilt was vastly increased be- 
cause he knew better. He had been the 
recipient of supernatural revelations on at 
least two occasions. From what sublime 
heights to unthinkable depths this man 
fell! 


“When Solomon was old, his wives 
turned away his heart after other gods 
. . . Solomon went after Ashtoreth.”’ 


A false religious concept took form in 
Solomon's mind. Ashtoreth was a female 
deity. The system was devoted to wo- 
man worship. It originated with Semira- 
mis, the profligate wife of Nimrod, in the 
days of the Babel builders. 


Semiramis became known by different 
names during centuries of pagan idolatry. 
In Babylon, she was Ishtar . . . in Solo- 
mon’s day, Ashtoreth . . . in New Testa- 
ment times, Diana. Jeremiah 7:18 refers 
to this pagan deity by a title with which 
she is well known in history, namely, 
““queen of heaven.” 
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In idol worship Ashtoreth was repre- 
sented as a woman’s head, surrounded by 
a crescent moon to resemble a halo of 
glory. Clay figures found in Moab rep. 
resent her as the goddess of obscene na- 
kedness. 


Somewhere along the way, Solomon 
made a wrong decision — the final result 
of which he never dreamed. Thoughtless, 
casual choices which often seem unimport- 
ant in our everyday lives, are sometimes 
freighted with eternal significance. 


(3) The Key Fact is that God Ex- 
alts the Humble and Debases the 
Proud and Disobedient. 


It is difficult to imagine a greater trag- 
edy than the sight of a person living in sin- 
ful degradation, who once knew better 
days of fellowship with God. Solomon 
had been called the wisest man in the 
East, yet turned to idol gods which our 
Lesson describes as an ‘‘abomination.”’ 


His sin was doubly tragic because of 
the example which he, a King, set before 
a whole nation. This sad story should 
cause believers to stop and consider their 
ways. The possibility of defeat is al- 
ways at hand. 


Victory lies in watchfulness and prayer 
. . . the constant exercise of faith in God 
Who is able to bring us to the end of our 
days, ‘more than conquerors.” 


Solomon was a many-sided character. 
A simple, unpretending child; the darling 
of Jehovah; chosen king; seeker after wis- 
dom; wise and sagacious judge; glorious 
sovereign; full of sublime devotion; au- 
thor of pungent proverbs; able to mount 
up on rapture’s ethereal pinion to _ the 
reign of seraphim; sumptuous in his tastes. 
But alas! Enervated by luxury, defiled 
by licentiousness, he became an easy prey 
to idolatry.

BIBLICAL WISDOM 


(Temperance Lesson) 


Pro. 10:1-9; Eccl. 2:1-3. 





OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘He that walk- 
eth uprightly walketh surely.” 
Proverbs 10:9. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Wise.’’ 

Today’s Lesson is a philosophic study 
in contrasts — the wise compared with 
the foolish, the diligent with the slacker, 
the just with the wicked. Instruction 
based upon comparison throws into sharp 
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focus the distinction between truth and 
error. 


The literary form of structure found in 
Proverbs is called ‘‘antithetical parallel- 
jm,” a prominent feature in Hebrew po- 
etry. The second kine presents a contrast 
to what was said in the first: 


A wise son maketh a glad father: 
but a foolish son is the heaviness of 
his mother. 


The conjunction “but” is always a key 
in detecting antithetical parallelism, be- 
cause it indicates a contrast is about to be 
presented. 


A proverb is a short, piercing sentence . 


which directly expresses some practical 
truth or wise maxim. It catches attention 
because of brevity and pungency. It is 
therefore readily imprinted on the mem- 
ory. Scriptural proverbs comprehend in 
scope the natural wisdom of man, regu- 
lating everyday life and conduct . . . but 
they also admonish us to order our lives 
to please God and promote personal spiri- 
tual welfare. This latter fact defines 
Biblical wisdom. 


Wisdom from above enables us to see 
things beyond human levels. The spiri- 
tually-minded child of God has capacity 
for acquiring knowledge, other than that 
which comes through the five senses. 


The text of our Lesson is interesting 
because it characterizes the spiritual man 
as being so possessed of wisdom that price- 
less terms are used interchangeably. 
“Wise, righteous.” ‘‘Wise, diligent.” 
“Wise, just.” 


This form of wisdom, based upon di- 
vine revelation, will endure long after the 
systems of Spinoza, Voltaire, Hume and 
Schopenhauer are cast into the trash heap 
of forgotten literature, 


(2) The Key Verse is Ecclesiastes 
2:1. 


“TI said in mine heart, Go to now, I 
will prove thee with mirth, therefore en- 
joy pleasure: and, behold, this also is 
vanity.”” 


Ecclesiastes, written by Solomon late in 
life, is the soliloquy of a man reasoning 
about human existence apart from God. 
Material achievement at its best is “‘van- 
ity,” or as better translated, ‘‘smptiness.”” 
The writer, once wise in things eternal, 
isnow a dejected, disillusioned, aged phil- 
osopher, driven to speculation after hav- 
ing discovered that the material world is 
empty. 


Nothing of a temporal nature can sat- 
isfy the inner craving of man for peace, 
contentment and soul rest. Men require 
more than food, raiment and earthly 
Pleasures to attain the goal of life. 





Jesus told the woman at the well that, 
“God is a spirit.”” Man is likewise a 
spirit, but he has a physical body. Spiri- 
tual union between God and man, for 
time and enternity, is a possibility. Our 
Lord relegated human values to a place 
of secondary importance when He said: 


“Lay not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth, where moth and rust doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves break through and 
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in heaven, where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal: For where your 
treasure is, there will your heart be also.” 


(3) The Key Fact is that A Wise 
Man Abstains from Harmful Deeds. 


steal: But lay up for yourselves treasures | It is consistent that wisdom should be 
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made the central thought of today’s Tem- 
perance Lesson. The Christian standard | 
can be nothing less than total abstinence 
from harmful poisons. 


Alcohol is a drug, a narcotic or anes- 
thetic, and its common, widespread use 
causes far more ruin and distress than the 
use of opiates. Yet the attitude toward 
the use of these different substances is 
amazing. 


Many safeguards and restrictions are 
thrown around the sale of narcotic drugs, 
such as morphine, but in the average com- 
munity, any casual customer may pur- 
chase alcoholic liquors, in almost unlim- 
ited quantities. We do not prohibit sale 
of beverage alcohol with the same sever- 
ity shown toward opiates, because custom 
has produced a complete misconception of 
its character and the consequences of its 
use, 


When people of responsibility drink, ir- 
responsibility results. The time to pre- 
vent the fall of a nation is before it be- 
gins to stagger. Moderation is the bait 
on the hook. The barb and the landing 


net appear later. 


The wise man, eulogized in the Prov- 
erbs, will not destroy his flesh through 
the use of strong drink. ‘“The way of 
the Lord is strength to the upright: but 
destruction shall be to the workers of 
iniquity.”

(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
s ‘*Perfect.’’ 














The final test of a work of art or lit- 


erature, is how well it stands the wear 
| and tear of time. If it plumbs the depths 

of the human soul, at some vital point, the 
| possibility of survival is good. 


The permanent value of Scripture lies 
| in the fact that it deals with universal 
| principles. Its message is for all people, 
| everywhere, any time. The Book of Job 
| qualifies as a literary masterpiece. But 
being inspired, its influence extends be- 
yond anything created on human levels. 


There is no difficulty in establishing 
the authenticity and great antiquity of the 
document. As the story unfolds, one be- 
comes conscious that he is witnessing a 
great drama. Although poetical imagery 
is employed, the events reported have to 
do with a real person. 


The Book of Job is the most ancient 
of all the books of. the Bible. Internal 
| evidence suggests that the recorded occur- 
| rences reach back to the Patriarchal Age. 
There are many references to Patriarchal 
manners, customs and conditions. 





It is a safe deduction that Job preceded 
_ Moses by a long period of time. Had the 
Law been given, surely it would have 
been mentioned in the Book. On the 
other hand, we know Job lived after the 
deluge because the catastrophe is de- 
scribed in Job 22:16 as an event that 
had already taken place. The patriarch 
lived between Noah and Abraham. 


Because of the science contained in his 
beok, particularly as related to mathe- 
matics, some speculate that Job may have 
supervised construction of the Great Pyra- 


| mid of Gizeh. 





Without ceremony, Job is introduced 
at the outset of the drama as a “‘perfect’’ 
man. Whatever may have been meant 
by this expression, it is evident that the 
qualities ascribed to Job were the very 
choicest and best attainable, by men who 
lived in his day. 


(2) The Key Verse is Job 2:3. 


“‘Hast thou considered my servant Job 
. . . an upright man, one that feareth 
| God, and escheweth evil? and still he 
| holdeth fast his integrity. . .”” 





The drama does not argue the existence 
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of Satan, It takes him for granted. The 
soul of Job became the scene of unre- 
mitting warfare which had its origin in 


the heavenlies. (See Ephesians 6:12). 


A villian entered the orbit of Job’s 
life and plunged him into such miseries 
and calamities that he lost health, posses- 
sions, family and reputation. His pros- 
perity is pictured in brightest colors, and 
his adversity in the darkest. He stands 
silhouetted against a background of pain 
and anguish—a symbol of all righteous 
sufferers. The drama answers the per- 
plexing question . . . ““Why do the right. 
eous suffer? 


Pain, suffering, sorrow and discord are 
shown to originate with Satan. In the 
present period of war, strife and unrest, 
we sometimes hear Christ-rejecting men 
whimper that God could not be “‘just” 
and permit such things to occur. As a 
matter of fact, their suffering results from 
having yielded themselves as servants of 
Satan. But the case of Job was different. 
He suffered ‘‘without cause.” Satan per- 
secuted him. 


(3) The Key Fact is that Suffer- 


ing in the Will of God Serves Some 
Purpose in Permissive Providence. 


Although the patriarch was subjected 
to unbearable pressure, he never wavered 
in his faith. Pain and persecution borne 
in patience and submission, always serve 
a good purpose in the end, Satan was 
granted leave to try the integrity of this 
man in every conceivable way. But in 
his darkest hour, he lifted his face toward 
heaven and cried: ‘“Though he slay me, 
yet will I trust in him.” 


Such faith in the providential care of 
God will always turn sorrow into joy and 
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misery into blessing. Let us resolve, like 
Job of old, to remain firm in faith even 
in times of great adversity.

PROPHECY IN THE BIBLE 
Amos 5:21-24; 7:10-17; Micah 
4:1-4,

OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘He hath shewed 
thee, O man, what is good; and 

what doth the Lord require of thee, 

but to do justly, and to love mercy, 


and to walk humbly with thy 
God?’’ Micah 6:8. 








(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Prophet.’’ 


Amos was a prophetic preacher. It is 
the duty of a prophet to probe the soul 
of the people, and thereby keep the na- 
tional conscience active. This often 
proves to be a thankless task. Sinful gen- 
eations have a habit of ‘‘stoning the 
prophets.”” Amos was falsely accused of 
promoting sedition against the government. 
Pretexts are invariably sought, to silence 
those who remind people of their sins. 


There are prophets today, the same 
as in ancient times. Good men who are 
sickened by the sights they see about them! 


These men are crying out against Mod- 
emnism, Communism, atheism, church apos- 
tasy, liquor, mass immorality—and other 
current sins which are debauching, demor- 
alizing and destroying the United States. 
They are patriotic men who love their 
Church and Country. They know there 
is only one hope for the Nation in this 
crucial hour . . . namely, a revival to in- 
volve the conscience and rebuild the na- 
tional character. They hate Baal. The 
fre of God burns in their hearts. 


Defenders, Inc., has published a book

Amos was one of the twelve minor 
prophets. He was a shepherd without 
educational advantages. He attended no 
school of prophets. His denunciations of 
sins national and personal got him into 
serious trouble.

(2) The Key Verse is Amos 7:14- 
15. 


“Then answered Amos . . . I was no 
prophet, neither was I a prophet’s son . . 
the Lord took me as I followed my flock, 
and the Lord said unto me, Go, prophe- 
sy. . 


The fulfillment of prophecy continues 
to be one of the strongest proofs for the 
supernatural inspiration of the Scriptures. 
Modernists and higher critics cannot deny 
that the Bible writes history in advance. 
“Surely the Lord God will do nothing, | 
but he revealeth his secret unto his ser- 
vants the prophets.” Amos 3:7.

Ezekiel, chapter 26, verses 3 to 14, is an | 
example. Here inspiration speaks through | 
the prophet and announces the destruction | 


of Tyre. 


“T will cause many nations to come up | 
against thee.”” ‘“They shall destroy the | 
walls of Tyre, and break down her tow- 


_and make her like the top of a rock.”’ |

| ers: I will also scrape her dust from her, | 
| “They shall lay thy stones and thy tim- |

ber and thy dust in the midst of the wa- | 
ter.” 
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Strange language! A prophecy that 
the dust of a city, then at the apex of civ- 
ilization, would be scraped, and its stones 
and timber laid in water! How could 
these things be? 


Nebuchadnezzar came. He took the 
city. He spoiled it. He broke down its 
walls and towers. Tyre lay in ruins. 


Then the remaining inhabitants moved 
away to an island, half a mile from the 
shore, Out there, in the water, they built 
a new city. Alexander the Great came 
later and beseiged the new Tyre. 


In planning his attack, he erected a 
causeway from the mainland through the 
half mile of water, to the island. To com. 
plete the construction, he used the walls, 
the towers and the timbers from the old 
ruins and literally laid them down, “in 
the midst of the water.” 





What about “scraping the dust of the 
city,” thereby leaving it “‘like the top of 
a rock?”’ This is what happened: 


In building the causeway, Alexander 
needed materials so badly that the 
mounds of ruins from the ancient city 
were appropriated. The very rocks of 
the old foundations were scraped. The 
history of Tyre stands as a monument to 
the authenticity of Bible prophecy, 


Truly, Bible prophecy is the mold of 
history. 
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
